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1) Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 16-26 and 28-29, drawn to a tire, classified in class 152, subclass 
209.18. 

II. Claims 27 and 30, drawn to method, classified in class 73, subclass 146. 

2) Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process such as (a) molding a tire having grooves in the 
tread without modifying the at least one first dimension based on results of a checking 
step or (b) molding a tire having grooves in the tread without varying noise level upon 
variation of inflation pressure. The process as claimed can be used to make a 
materially different product such as a tire having only one row of grooves. For example, 
the process claims fail to require making the tire of claim 16 which has at least one third 
row of grooves between two lateral rows of grooves wherein there are no 
intercommunicating paths between the grooves and end portions of the third grooves 
extend outside the footprint. Claim 27 merely requires "at least one row of grooves". 
Claim 30 merely requires "a tread pattern". 

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
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product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, the product as claimed can 
be used in a materially different process such as a process of using the tire under 
inflation conditions such that an acoustic signal is not generated and/or noise level does 
not vary. The process for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another 
materially different product such as a tire having only one row of grooves. For example, 
the process claims fail to require using the tire of claim 16 which has at least one third 
row of grooves between two lateral rows of grooves wherein there are no 
intercommunicating paths between the grooves and end portions of the third grooves 
extend outside the footprint. Claim 27 merely requires "at least one row of grooves". 
Claim 30 merely requires "a tread pattern". 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
